field and 17 more than Westfield.

In this area some of the- ablest men 
were Tories and could not be drafted or otherwise relied upon to 
prosecute the war. Four descendonts of the Pynchon family then 
in Spi-ingfiold were exceptions;'\all held public office and supported 
the colonists. 

In 1777 two battalions from this county were ordered to Ticon- 
deroga, among them several Agawam men. Enoch Cooper is on the 
list of officers of Massachu.setts militia endorsed April 2G, 177G. He 
wa.s Lieutenant in command of a company in Colonel David Leonard’s 
regiment, enlisted May 16, 1777" and discharged July 15, 1777, two 
months on expedition to Ticonderoga. He was also Lieutenant in 
Captain Preserved Leonai'd’s Co., engaged July 28, 1779 and dis¬ 
charged Sept. 2, 1779, this mi.ssion -being to New Haven. 

Naihan Rowley was Captain of u company in Colonel John 
Mosely’.s Regiment of militia in 1776, also in 1777 and 1782, travel¬ 
ing- di.stances of 100 miles on horseback. 

William Allen enlisted July 9, 1777 as did Joseph and Stephen 
Bodurtha and Timothy Burbank. 

Some 42 veterans of the Revolution are buried in Agawam. 
There are five Leonards in Federal Hill Cemetery and three in South 
Westfield Street. Samuel Flower was a Captain, Samuel Wolcott a 
Chaplain, Thaddeus Leonard a fifer and Timothy Horton a surgeon. 
I^ome' of these 42 men enlisted for three years or the duration of 
the war and some for as little as eight days. 


“Knowing when to stop social 
security checks can be as import¬ 
ant as knowing when to start 
them”, Daniel J. Murphy, Jr., so¬ 
cial security district manager in 
Springfield, Mass., said today. 
“Whenever monthly benefits are 
being paid there are events which 
must be reported to secoial securi¬ 
ty. We depend on the people who 
get benefit checks to let us know 
when such events happen. If they 
don’t, an overpayment can result. 
Under the law that money must 
be repaid.” 

Mr. Murphy said that the most 
fiequent overpayment of benefit 
cases involve the retired beneli- 
ciary who returns to work but 
fails to notify the social security 
office; the widow or child bene¬ 
ficiary who marries; -and the

care. He added that there are 
other cases, too, and that it is 
very important that anyone who 
gets social security checks knows 
just what events do affect theii’ 
right to benefit payments. 

Each person who claims social 
security benefits gets instructions 
on what events should be report¬ 
ed to the social security office, 
Mr. Murphy stated. The Soeiai 
Security Administration regular¬ 
ly encloses reminder notices with 
checks that are mailed out. In 
spite of this, the social security 
office sometimes finds that a 
lieneficiary has been overpaid be¬ 
cause he didn’t report events that 
stop or temporarily suspend bene¬ 
fits. “In those cases the peison 
must pay back that money, and 
it is always ban! to repay money 
already spend,” he said. 

Mr. Murphy ux-ged that when¬ 
ever a person is in doubt about 
the need to report a return to 
work, marriage, etc., that he 
check- with the social security 
office. “We can tell you immedi¬ 
ately, and perhaps save you un¬ 
necessary worry about it. The 
best way, though, is to be sure 
, you knov^^ befox’ehand what events 


affect the benefits you are re¬ 
ceiving and bow to report them to 
us as they occur. If you aren’t 
sure, stop by our office at 891 
State St., in Springfield, Mass., 
or call us at RE 7-4761, so we can 
give you full information and re¬ 
lieve you of woryr,” Mr. Murphy 
said.

Conflict of Trash and Interest 


An Agawam distinction is to be 
a town with a dump entrance on 
its Main Street. In addition, Aga¬ 
wam had the distinction of being 
about the last town to do any¬ 
thing about the “Conflict of In¬ 
terest” law. and then on a note 
of despair, appeal to the “stale” 
for answers. An elected official 
of the town resigns an office 
and is appointed to two offices 
in return, with a substantial in¬ 
crease in pay from the town. 

The former town dump became 
the property of the now chairman 
of the Democrat Town Commit¬ 
tee and the town was forced out 
of the place. 

The, then Republican controlled 
Board of Selectmen, hard pressed 
to find suitable means of trash 
disposal at a minimum cost to the 
townspeople, were harrassed and 
harried at every step along the 
way toward an interior arrange¬ 
ment. Understandably the aver¬ 
age homeowner doesn’t care 
where the trash goes to. To oth¬ 
ers. a tidy little profit can be 
realized if it is handled in the 
right way. When the Bondi Is¬ 
land sight was in use, loud were 
the protests. The rats from the 
dump-site were a hazard to public 
health. 

Being an island it was difficult 
for them to leave. Still the solici¬ 
tude of several Agawam Demo¬ 
crats for their fellow men was 
such that appeals were made to 
State Health authorities who 
were persuaded into condemning 
tile .=ite. The selectmen w'ere 
forced to look again for a dump- 
site. 

There is a dump-site nearby in 
West Springfield, on the main 
land, and the rats can be seen 
scurrying across the road now 
and then as they go about their 
business. Too bad that our Aga¬ 
wam Democrat friends couldn’t

have continued their concern with 
public health. After all a dump is 
a dump. 

After the town election last 
Novemlier the Board of Selectmen 
became Democrat controlled. The 
dump situation moved closer to 
its present status. 

A corporation was established 
for the purpose of handling trash 
disposal, ^veral sites suitable 
for dumping were examined by 
the board of selectmen. One, a 
most likely site, which looked like 
it had a chance, nicely located on 
the outskirts, was turned down 
because a brook passed thru a 
part of the area and it was cited 
as possible source for spreading 
pollution. 

In the end, the “corporation” 
won out with its proposed .site. 
For a price they are now hand¬ 
ling the disposal of the trash that 
the town picks up and delivers. 

Recently the adjacent river lev¬ 
el rose, as it does on occasions 
and the dump site was bathed by 
its waters. Quick were the denials 
to the charge that pollution of 
the waters was possible and that 
unsightly trash was afloat upon 
it. A leter from a suitable au- 
' thority to substantiate their de 
nials was produced The question 
arises as to what extent the gen¬ 
tle brook on the outskirts of town 
would have been a “villian”. 

It has been widely quoted that 
; Democrats have a way wdth poli- 
I tics and have the knack of 
j making it pay. Thus, a year ago, 

! an aspiring Democrat in town, 
was seeking office. Since the 
Democratic victory at the polls 
last November he has been Town 
Moderator now Town Prosecutor 
and also the legal counsel for To- 
bar, Inc., which has a $21,000 
plus a year contract with Aga¬ 
wam to dispose trash at the Main 
Street site. 

At a recent Republican Town 
Committee meeting the new 
“Conflict of Interest” law was 
explained by a State Legislator 
and a significant part of the law 
states that the town counsel will 
pass judgment on who is and who 
is not “in conflict” when request¬ 
ed to do so by the Board of Se¬ 
lectmen. 

As it stands now, any immedi 
ate decisions have been swept 
“under the rug” by the appeal to 
the Attorney Generals Office. 

Speaking for the Republican 
Town Committee, Chaii’man 
Richard Brindle is pleased to note 
that the tax rate is only a dollar 
increase. This is a reflection of 
the aroused action on the part of 
those who telephoned their indig¬ 
nation when informed of the 
heavy proposed spending that 
could well have been at the an¬ 
nual town meeting.

•‘Sterling old buddy, I’ve got to 
catch a fish, it has been three 
days without even a strike both 
Hap and Roland have salmon in 
the ice'locker.” This was my wail 
to my guide, • .Sterling Mullin, 
while wo trolled th# North West 
River of the Miramichi in :New 
Brunswick, Canada, this past 
week. 

Fred Yankus, owner of the Is¬ 
land View Lodge at Sunny Corn¬ 
er, New Brunswick, Canada in¬ 
vited Roland Reed, Hap Fournier, 
and I to his lodge for a week of 
Black Salmon fishing. Not one 
of us had ever fished for Atlantic 
Salmon beforej so we were un- 
prepai;ed for what turned out to 
be the most exciting fishing trip 
we weye ever on. Fred’s lodge is 
a sportsmans dream and was con¬ 
structed to offer the utmost in 
comfort, convenience, comrad- 
ship,'.and yet privacy, if so de¬ 
sired Each room is equipped with 
bathroom facilities, a shower, 
closets, dressers that are finished 
off in natural wood grain to 
match the walls and celings. 
There is a large dining and 
lounging area with a tremendous 
fire place decorated with mount¬ 
ed heads of deer, and a realistical¬ 
ly stuffed duck and pheasant on 
the mantle. The fifty guest ac¬ 
commodation is under one roof,

exasperated writer, with a sore 
arm from casting the fly at least 
500 time.s in two days. 

Wednesday evening turned 
■^'ery cold and the water dropped 
a foot. By Thursday morning the 
water started to clear up and re¬ 
cede quite rapidly. 

William Mullin, manager of the 
lodge was very concerned over my 
not catching a fish, so he volun¬ 
teered to guide me in the after¬ 
noon. Bill is an ex-game warden 
and knows the river like a book. 

We journeyed up river about six 
miles to Where the Little Sevogle 
River enters the North West Mi¬ 
ramichi. Right off I started to 
catch brook trout on the Salmon 
flies. Bill was enthused and re¬ 
marked that it was a good sign. 

The salmon would be hitting later 
on in the day . . . how right he 
was. I caught 11 trout before we 
started to move down stream. 

Sight Bear 

We had just dropped anchor at 
another hole in the river when we 
spotted a bear swimming the ice 
cold fast moving river. He was a 
large one. Bill informed me that 
he had been seen in the vicinity 
by several people recently. 

Around four in the afternoon 
Bill and I anchored in the mouth 
of a Bogan (river cove) when 
Fred Yankus came by and held 
up a nice salmon for us to drool 
over. He had just taken it at the 
spot we were in a few minutes 
before we arrived. I hadn’t land- 
I ed a salmon yet, and I guess my 
face showed my feelings, for Bill 
1 soothinglly remarked, “where 
there is one there is bound to be 
two, so throw your fly out into 
that swift water and strip the 
line way out.” This I did and 
reeled in ever so slowly, which is 
the proper procedure, till the lure 
was up next to the boat. Sudden¬ 
ly there was a swirl and the fly 
disappeared — I set the hook —

Servicemen with in-seiwice 
waivers in force on their GI in¬ 
surance should learn what effect 
these waivers have on payments 
to their survivors and may can¬ 
cel titn waivers if such action is 
indicated, William F. Connors, 
manager of the Veterans Admini¬ 
stration Regional Office, Boston, 
said today. 

In-service waivers have not 
been granted since January 1, 
1967, when they were precluded 
by the Veterans Survivors Bene¬ 
fits act, Connors pointed out. 
Continuance waivers already 
in existence was permitted. 

Awai:e of that, many service¬ 
men continued their in-service 
waivers, without understanding 
the changed status of their de¬ 
pendents as a result of the pro¬ 
visions of the act. 

The act established a new sys¬ 
tem of compensation for death 
due to service, known as Depend¬ 
ency and Indemnity Compen.sa- 
tion (DIC). The provision.^ of 
DIG are generally more generous 
that the Death Compensation 
rates previously in effect. How¬ 
ever, the law precludes payment 
of Die benefits to survivors of 
servicemen who die with GI in¬ 
surance in force under in-sei*vice 
waiver.
